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Dad chased inflatable 
as it took girl to death 

Crown court jury told of tragic events during trial of fairground employees

THE father of a seven-year-old 
girl killed when the bouncy 
castle she was in ‘lifted into the 
air and flipped over’ chased 
after the inflatable when he 
heard his mother screaming, a 
court heard. 

Summer Grant, from Nor¬ 
wich, was with her family at a 
funfair in Harlow Town Park on 
March 26, 2016, when the inflat¬ 
able she was on was taken by a 
‘freak-like tornado’ gust of 
wind. 

It flew from its anchors, hit a 
caravan and ‘cartwheeled’ down 
the hill until it hit a fence and 
stopped. 

Emergency services rushed to 
help Summer and she was taken 
to Princess Alexandra Hospital 
with serious injuries. 

She died a few hours later. 

Two fairground employees, 
Shelby Thurston, 25, and her 
husband William Thurston, 28, 
from Cambridgeshire, are this 
week on trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court and on Monday 


both pleaded not guilty to 
charges of manslaughter by 
gross negligence and failure to 
discharge a duty of care. 

Chelmsford Crown Court 
heard how a yellow weather 
warning was in place on March 
26, 2016, the day Summer died 
with winds of 35-40 mph expec¬ 
ted. 


Prosecuting barrister Tracy 
Ayling QC told the jury on Tues¬ 
day: “Lee Grant heard his moth¬ 
er scream ‘No!’. He turned and 
saw the dome inflatable had lif¬ 
ted into the air and appeared to 
hit a caravan before flipping 
over. 

“He shouted ‘my daughter is 
in that’, and ran after it, but it 
was moving too fast for him to 
catch it.” 

Ms Ayling told the jury how 
an eyewitness will describe see¬ 
ing the top of the SuperDome 
bouncy castle lift in the air, 
cartwheel down the hill and 
only stop when it crashed into a 
fence at the bottom of the park. 
■ The trial continues.

A GRAFITTI artist is taking mat¬ 
ters into their own hands to high¬ 
light how the town has been 
blighted by potholes. 

The vigilante has painted 
massive white penises around 
some of Harlow’s potholes in what 
appears to be a call for Essex 
County Council to take action. 

One of Harlow’s worst affected 
roads is Howard Way - near to The 
Stow - and pictures taken at the 
scene show just how big the prob¬ 
lem is. 

The identity of the artist 
remains a secret, but they have 
drawn around the holes in the 
road and have captioned the mas¬ 
terpiece with the words ‘fix me’ in 
one case. 


Last week, it was revealed that 
the amount of money spent 
repairing individual potholes has 
dropped by almost £15 million in 
three years. 

Just last month, a series of them 
on the A12 near Chelmsford 
caused six vehicle blow outs in 
one evening. 

A spokesperson for Essex 
County Council said: “We wel¬ 
come people drawing our atten¬ 
tion to potholes and this sort of 
creative approach has cropped up 
in other parts of the country, but 
reporting them on our website is a 
far more effective and much safer 
way of sorting out potholes than 
drawing a part of the male ana¬ 
tomy around them.” 


Daughter left holding father’s 
lifeless body for 45 minutes 

Ombudsman says ‘shortcomings’ in clinical assessments were ‘disappointing’

A BEREAVED daughter has accused 
Princess Alexandra Hospital of “neg¬ 
ligence” after she was left to hold her 
father’s dead body for 45 minutes. 

After a battle with chronic kidney 
disease in February last year, Bernard 
Collins, 85 died sitting up in his bed. 

His daughter Tracy Ezra, from 
Bishop's Stortford, was left holding 
his dead body for 45 minutes before a 
nurse arrived in the room. 

Tracy complained to the Parlia¬ 
mentary and Health Service Ombuds¬ 
man - which partly upheld her 
grievances. While the report clears 
the hospital of much of the wrong¬ 
doing she accuses, their physician 
advisor noted a delay in pneumonia 
treatment kept Mr Collins from spend¬ 
ing the end of his life at home. 

Tracy told the Hertfordshire Mer¬ 
cury: “I want other families to be 
aware of the kind of treatment we got. 
We have been robbed of my dad. 

“I am an only child, my dad has been 
the man who taught me right from 
wrong and raised me and this is prob¬ 
ably the reason I am doing this 
because I couldn’t have got more love 
from my dad.” 

Bedside 

On February 20 last year Tracy and 
her mum, Marion, who married Bern¬ 
ard 60 years ago, decided to stay by his 
bedside overnight. 

The next day, mum-of-one Tracy and 
her 80-year-old mum got up to walk out 
of the ward when Bernard, who had 
been unresponsive from morphine for 
days, coughed, before passing away. 

A nurse who tended to Bernard then 
turned and said “I’m so sorry”, before 
leaving the ward. However, Tracy said 
her and Marion were left alone with 
Mr Collins for 45 minutes before 
another nurse appeared. 

Tracy said: “I held his body like he 
was asleep, I used to always kiss him. 
He got colder and colder for 45 
minutes before someone came.” 

The Ombudsman’s report accepted 
Bernard should not have been left 
sitting up for this time but said the 
hospital had limited staff. 

Bernard was admitted to hospital 
on January 26,2017 and put on an end 
of life care pathway by February 10. 

On February 13 he was examined 
for a cough by a junior doctor. His 
chest was clear. Two days later, he 


needed supplementary oxygen and 
was given an X-ray. On February 16, a 
chest exam revealed “crackles and 
wheezing” and a blood test showed 
Type 1 respiratory failure. 

But it was only on February 17 - 
four days after the initial complaint 
and two days after the X-ray - that 
Bernard’s consultant made the dia¬ 
gnosis of pneumonia. He died four 
days later. 

The report concluded from this: 
“Overall, our physician adviser said 
the standard of documentation and 
the shortcomings in the clinical 
assessments is disappointing, and it 
appears the Trust was not as focused 
on keeping him as well as it could have 
been. 

“He said it is not possible to say 
what the full impact of this was. He 
explained that Mr Collins was clearly 
very unwell and regrettably had a 
limited life expectancy. 

Opportunity 

“He said the pneumonia would not 
have directly related to his kidney 
disease, but there was a missed oppor¬ 
tunity to have treated the pneumonia 
earlier and therefore for Mr Collins to 
have been able to get out of hospital 
earlier, which meant he may have had 
the opportunity to spend the end of his 
life at home, as per his wishes.” 

Tracy also complained a junior doc¬ 
tor at the hospital injected her dad 
with penicillin despite his allergy to 
the drug. She said it was only thanks 
to her spotting his heart rate double 
on the monitor that the problem was 
quickly spotted. 

The Ombudsman said this partic¬ 
ular complaint had already been dealt 
with by the trust and “appropriate 
action has been taken to ensure that 
the same thing cannot happen in 
future”. 

The report recommends PAH write 
to Tracy to apologise for the failure to 
manage her dad’s chest infection 
adequately and explain how it will 
ensure diagnoses are reached quick¬ 
er. 

Tracy paid tribute to her dad, who 
worked as butcher in east London all 
his life, was “well loved” by his clients 
and “wouldn’t hurt a fly”. 

She said: “He loved my son, Jet, 13, 
and my son loved him. He was like the 
son he never had, he even called him 
son. 

“He was a family man and wouldn’t 
hurt anyone.”

WHAT THE PAH SAYS 


A PAH spokeswoman said: 
“Following the final report 
from the Parliamentary and 
Health Service Ombudsman 
which we received on 10 
April, in response to Mrs 
Ezra’s complaints over the 
treatment of her father, 
Bernard Collins, who died 
in the hospital on 21 
February 2017, the trust 
would firstly like to offer our 
sincerest apologies to the 
family at this very difficult 
time. 

“We have written to Mrs 
Ezra and apologised and 
will be writing again 
following the report and 
hope this apology is 
accepted - the trust fully 
acknowledge how difficult 
and distressing this has 
been. 

“The trust realises that 
mistakes were made in Mr 


Collin’s care and fully 
accept the 

recommendations of the 
final report; we take any 
shortfalls in care extremely 
seriously. 

“The incident was 
highlighted and investigated 
internally and we would like 
to assure Mrs Ezra and 
family that improvements 
have been put in place. 

“The trust and clinical 
team involved in this case 
will take the 

recommendations of the 
final Parliamentary and 
Health Service Ombudsman 
report as part of our 
learning process and 
include any 
recommendations in q 
uality improvements, to 
ensure these failings are 
not repeated in the 
future.”

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Two years on from his death, memorial still remains to man who loved Harlow 


‘No one 
had right 
to take 
his life,’ 
says mum

THE death of Arkadiusz Jozwik at the hands of a 
teenage boy sent shock waves through the com¬ 
munity in Harlow and caught the attention of 
national media. 

The Polish national, who was known as Arek, was 
sent tumbling to the floor after being punched in the 
back of the head following an altercation with a 
group of youths in The Stow on August 27, 2016. 

His attacker, a 16-year-old who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, was sentenced to three years in a 
Youth Detention Centre on September 8. 

Nearly two years on from his death, a memorial 


remain in place. Flowers, candles and a picture of 
Mr Jozwik mark the spot where the father suffered 
the fatal wound. 

His subsequent death from a severe brain injury 
caused a national stir, sparking a debate as to 
whether Brexit’s far right undertones led to the 
Pole’s death. 

Initial information provided to officers suggested 
Mr Jozwik may have been the victim of a hate 
crime. 

As the investigation continued, it became appar¬ 
ent to officers that there was no evidence to suggest 
that there was a racially aggravated motive, 
although his death is still recorded as a hate 
crime.

Police then treated the 40-year-old’s death as 
murder, but the teenager who assaulted Mr Jozwik 
was eventually charged with manslaughter on 
December 1 2016 and was convicted by a jury at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on July 31 last year. 

Arek Jozwik’s mother, Ewa Jozwik, shared her 
pain after the sentencing of teenager who killed her 
son. 

She said: “I cannot come to terms that my loving 
son is no longer with us. 

Machine 

“All the time I can see in my mind the moment I 
saw him lying motionless in the hospital bed con¬ 
nected to the life support machine. I wanted him to 
wake up so badly. 

“I think about him every day, I wish he could be 
with us. In moments like this I cannot hold back my 
tears. When I think about him, I always cry.” 

She said: “He was healthy, a good person, and no- 
one had the right to take his life in such a way.

“The last year has been very difficult for our 
whole family. 

“If not for my other son Radek, his wife and kids, 
I would not be able to cope. 

“I came to England when my husband passed 
away. 

“Arek followed shortly because he did not want to 
be in Poland alone. In the beginning we were living 
together and then my son found a place of his own 
nearby. 

“He would visit often, come round for dinners and 
we would be inseparable. 

“I know Arek was happy here. He felt at home in 
Harlow and he did not want to go back to Poland.” 

She said: “He wanted to stay here and he is buried 
here. At his funeral, people who knew him 
remembered him as a good, calm person. ‘You were 
a dream, now you are a memory’ are the words we 
placed on his gravestone. 

“I do not wish upon any mother to have to bury her 
son and go through what I went through. 

“Sometimes I think about the day he died. 

“I remember our phone conversation when 
everything was fine, he was with his friends and 
finishing painting. 

“The next day when I rang him, he did not answer. 
I deeply regret I did not even have a chance to say 
goodbye.”

Jury told of ‘massive gust’ of wind which lifted Circus SuperDome

A COUPLE have this week 
appeared in court charged with 
the manslaughter of a seven-year- 
old girl after she died when a 
bouncy castle blew away in Har¬ 
low. 

Shelby Thurston, 25, and hus¬ 
band William, 28, appeared at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Monday (April 16) and pleaded not 
guilty to manslaughter by gross 
negligence and failure to dis¬ 
charge a duty of care. 

On March 26, 2016, seven-year- 
old Summer Grant was playing on 
the Circus SuperDome inflatable 
when it was swept ‘some dis¬ 
tance’. 

The youngster from Norwich 
suffered serious injuries and was 
rushed to Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, but sadly died a few 
hours later. 

Prosecuting counsel, Tracy 
Ayling QC, called Summer’s fath¬ 
er, Lee Anthony Grant to the wit¬ 
ness stand on Tuesday. 

On March 26, 2016, dad Lee, 
from Harlow, visited a funfair 
with his mum and two daughters 
in Harlow Town. 

Mr Grant said: “I think my sis¬ 
ter was standing talking to me 
and I heard my mum screaming 
‘No!’. 

Shouting 

“I looked over and the bouncy 
castle within seconds had blown 
up in the air and I remember 
shouting ‘my daughter is on that 
bouncy castle’. 

“I saw a cable or a rope that was 
holding it down fly up in the air 
and I saw it hit the caravan and 
blow over the field.” 

He continued: “Then I started 
running. It went about 30 to 50 feet 
in the air rolling down the field, 
just rolling, rolling, rolling. 

“I think it hit a tree. At the end 
of the field it came to a halt and hit 
a fence. I couldn’t find her, I 
couldn’t find the entrance to the 
bouncy castle as it had deflated.” 

Ms Ayling asked what he 
remembered about the weather 
that day. 

Mr Grant replied: “It was spit¬ 
ting lightly and a little bit windy, 
nothing to think the bouncy castle 
would blow away.” 

During her opening speech the 
prosecution read from Mr Thur¬ 
ston’s police statement: “He said

he heard someone scream and 
saw the dome lifting away. He said 
he ran after it, he went to the 
emergency zip and shouted inside 
but got no response. 

“He saw Summer lying six feet 
away from him, got her out of the 
dome and laid her in the recovery 
position.” 

Ms Ayling told the jury how an 
eyewitness will describe seeing 
the top of the SuperDome bouncy 
castle lift in the air, cartwheel 
down the hill and only stop when 
it crashed into a fence at the bot¬ 
tom of the park. 

She also read out Shelby Thur¬ 
ston's statement to the court, 
which read: “At about 4pm, I was 
about to close the bouncy castle as 
my husband was checking the 
weather and taking down the 
large slide. 

“One little girl was in the castle 
and I was going to close it when 
she got off. 

“All of a sudden it took to the air, 
sliding down the hill and hitting 
the fence. The little girl was in the 
castle all the way.” 

She also told police that she was 
"addicted" to the Met Office app as 
their business depended on it. 

Speaking of the incident, she 
told police: "A massive gust came 
out of nowhere." 

The Thurstons, who own three 
inflatables, the SuperDome 


bouncy castle, a large slide and a 
small slide, were in the process of 
taking down the large slide as 
they were anxious about the 
weather report. 

However, they insisted to police 
that this was only a precaution as 
the large slide was more at risk. 

An expert witness, Richard 
Wild, meteorologist, who is due to 
give evidence later on in the trial, 
reviewed the weather report for 
that Saturday afternoon. 

Ms Ayling told the jury that 
weather forecast for that day 
included a yellow weather warn¬ 
ing for Harlow Town Park post 
code and wind speed and gusts 
were expected to increase 
throughout the day, with the 
highest gusts of wind in the area 
expecting to hit 35-40mph during 
the late afternoon. 

As she closed her opening case 
to the court, Ms Ayling said: 

“These defendants owed a duty of 
care to Summer Grant and caused Shelby Thurston and William Thurston leaving an earlier pre-trial 
her death by breaching that duty hearing at Chelmsford Magistrates court on August 16 last year, 
by their gross negligence. 

“They failed to anchor the 
inflatable to the ground, and to 
monitor the weather conditions to 
ensure the inflatable could be 
used.”

Teens and passers- 
by are treated by 
medics after spray 
attack with an 
unknown substance

Harlow has been dubbed “as 
bad as Afghanistan” following 
an unknown substance attack 
outside a pizza takeaway shop. 

Police and paramedics 
rushed to The Stow at around 
7.30pm on Saturday night (April 
14), after two teenagers were 
sprayed in the face with the 
substance. 

Shortly before, the victims 
became involved in a verbal 
confrontation with two men 
outside Essex Pizza in The Stow 
in a service bay. 

One of the men was then 
reported to have sprayed an 
unknown substance in the teen¬ 
agers’ faces. 

The substance also affected a 
number of people who were in 


the area at the time but who 
were not involved in the alter¬ 
cation. 

Emergency services rushed 
to the scene, with a witness 
reporting that eight emergency 
vehicles were present. 

Those affected by the sub¬ 
stance were treated at the scene 
by paramedics and no-one was 
reported to be seriously 
injured. 

Area 

In the wake of the incident, 
one Harlow resident has com¬ 
pared the area to Afghanistan. 

The resident, who also works 
at Farmhouse Pizza in The 
Stow, fled the Middle Eastern 
country eight years ago at the 
height of the conflict. 

The takeaway is next door to 
Essex Pizza, and the man, who 


wishes to remain anonymous, 
was also present when the 
attack occurred. 

He said: “One customer was 
waiting for pizza and one guy 
came and pulled his arm 
around and something came 
out. 

“We ran and then I was sick. I 
felt weak and short of breath. 

“We get a lot of people 
hanging about just doing noth¬ 
ing. It’s worrying because it’s 
where I’ve lived for eight years 
and I moved here from Afgh¬ 
anistan. 

“I moved because I was fight¬ 
ing for my life everyday and 
now this is happening here and 
it makes you think why am I 
here? 

“It’s getting just as bad.” 

Police have issued a descrip¬ 
tion of those responsible for the 


attack. A spokeswoman for 
Essex Police said: “Enquiries 
are ongoing to locate the sus¬ 
pects. 

“One of the men was 
described as white, aged 
between about 35 and 45 and of a 
stocky build. 

“He had blond wavy hair, was 
about 5ft 8 and wore a green 
jacket. 

“We want to speak to anyone 
who saw what happened or has 
any information that could 
assist with our investigation.

MP asks Minister 
to help police 
tackle antisocial 
behaviour in town

Harlow’s MP has called for support 
from the police to tackle antisocial 
behaviour after the teens were 
attacked with the substance. 

Following the weekend’s events at 
the Stow, Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
has called on the Government to sup¬ 
port local police in tackling serious 
crime and anti-social behaviour in 
Harlow. 

Addressing Policing Minister Nick 
Hurd in the House of Commons cham¬ 
ber on Monday (April 16), Robert Half¬ 
on said: “For a number of years, the 
Stow area in Harlow, including busi¬ 
nesses, shop keepers and residents, 
has been blighted by anti-social beha¬ 
viour. We had a tragic death of a Polish 
man in 2016 and only last Saturday 
someone was spraying CS gas and 


causing shops to shut. 

“Whilst welcoming the extra police 
in Essex, would the Minister have 
urgent talks with the police in Harlow 
and do what he can to help us deal with 
this anti-social behaviour?” 

In response to Mr Halfon’s question, 
Mr Hurd replied: “I have read about 
the incident in the Stow and it sounded 
extremely unsettling for [Robert’s] 
constituents who he is tirelessly acting 
on behalf of. 

“He was one of a number of Essex 
MPs who lobbied me on behalf of the 
Regional Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner to allow him to increase his 
precept which is allowing him to invest 
in an additional 150 Police Officers 
across Essex. 

“And, of course, I will join him in 
speaking with the Police and Crime 
Commissioner to 

give assurances to his constituents.”

Roads reach 


‘crisis’ point

THE state of Essex roads has hit 
“crisis” point after the amount 
spent repairing individual 
potholes has dropped by almost 
£15 million in three years. 

The operations of Ringway Jac¬ 
obs - which began its highways 
maintenance contract with Essex 
County Council in 2012 - have also 
been called into question. 

Drivers are being warned that 
the dire state of Essex roads may 
deteriorate even further as fund¬ 
ing is relocated to larger and more 
expensive capital projects to sur¬ 
face whole sections of road rather 
than individual potholes. 

While the repair of potholes is 


primarily a revenue activity - the 
funding of which comes from a 
combination of central govern¬ 
ment grants, council tax receipts 
and business rates - the total 
spent on roads maintenance from 
this cash stream has dropped 
from £19.613m in 2014/2015 to 
£5.014m in 2016/2017. 

Capital funding for road main¬ 
tenance - which is financed from 
a range of sources including bor¬ 
rowing and capital receipts as 
well as central government grants 
- has increased from £42.182m in 
2014/2015 to £60.419m in 2016/ 
2017. 

Essex Highways say that roads 
maintenance funding pays for a 
rolling programme of works that 
aims to improve the condition of 


the road and stop potholes form¬ 
ing in the first place. 

However motorists are being 
warned the drop in revenue fund¬ 
ing may lead to an increase in 
problems across the county’s road 
network. 

David Kendall, Liberal Demo¬ 
crat county councillor for Brent¬ 
wood South, said: “The reality is 
our road network is in crisis at the 
moment. 

“I can speak personally about 
Brentwood and in Brentwood, 
there are potholes and road 
defects all over the place. It’s only 
going to get worse.The waiting 
times to get things done is getting 
ridiculous and the damage to 
people’s cars is getting ridicu¬ 
lous. 


Cllr Kendall has now asked for a 
task and scrutiny group to look at 
the Ringway Jacobs contract - 
which started in 2012 and is due to 
finish in 2022, with the option of a 
five-year extension. 

He said: “I have asked for a full 
review for the Ringway Jabcobs 
contract. Is it value for money? Is 
it fit for purpose? Is it doing the 
job it is designed to do? Are res¬ 
idents getting best value for 
money? 

“In a number of areas, members 
across the parties have concerns. 

“That review needs to happen 
sooner rather than later.” 

Essex County Council says it is 
committed to investing in some 
major road improvement projects 
- including a new Junction 7A for 


the Mil and a new multimillion 
pound project to improve the 
Fairglen Interchange. 

In response to the issues raised 
by Cllr Kendall, Ian Grundy, cab¬ 
inet member for highways at 
Essex County Council, said: “We 
constantly review our contracts, 
whether large or small, to ensure 
that we receive the best value for 
taxpayers’ money. 

“We have clear annual Key Per¬ 
formance Indicators in our con¬ 
tract with Ringway Jacobs that 
include criteria on increasing 
efficiencies through improved 
practises and innovation. 

“As Cllr Kendall already knows 
from February’s full council, 
officers at Essex County Council 
had already planned to continue 


its review of the Ringway Jacobs 
contract as we enter year seven of 
the partnership. 

“At that same council meeting, I 
announced an additional £3 mil¬ 
lion revenue funding for 18/19 to 
fix issues such as potholes. 

“On top of this, the Department 
for Transport has since 
announced that it would be giving 
Essex £2.6 million in pothole fund¬ 
ing for the next year. This 
increase has already seen an addi¬ 
tional ten crews on the network 
fixing the issues that have arisen 
as a result of the recent cold 
weather. 

“I’d like to thank residents for 
their patience and ask them to 
show the same support and grat¬ 
itude to our road repair crews.”

I HAVE long been concerned 
about the damaging effects 
uncontrolled growth of 
HMOs has had on many 
residents and 

neighbourhoods in Harlow. 

An HMO is a rental 
property which is occupied 
by 3 or more people who 
form separate households 
and share facilities such as 
kitchen and bathroom. 

In Harlow all HMOs have 
to be licensed by the local 
authority. 

The adverse effects HMOs 
bring to our communities 
are parking problems, 
additional vehicles, excess 
rubbish, noise nuisance and 
anti-social behaviour. 

Neighbours are driven to 
move away rather than put 
up with these problems. The 
purchasers of their 
properties are often then 
creating more HMOs with 
them. This pattern has 
created runs of HMOs in 
several parts of Harlow.

The only way to control 
the development of HMOs is 
by enforcing planning law. 
We need Harlow Council to 
establish the relevant Article 
4 Direction for the whole of 
Harlow.

WHILE it is excellent that 
Harlow’s MP Robert Halfon 
is delighted about possible 
funding from the Housing 
Infrastructure Fund, sadly he 
fails to reflect on, or ignores, 
some of the fundamentals 
behind the project he so 
readily gives his backing to, 
as a Member of Parliament. 

1. The project he is 
extolling is the largest release 
of Green Belt land in 
England and the case for that 
has yet to be made; his 


colleagues, the Prime 
Minister and Secretary of 
State for the Ministry of 
Housing Communities and 
Local Government have yet 
to make a decision and have 
reminded everyone of the 
strategic importance of the 
Green Belt. 

I wonder if it would all be 
so different had the site been 
in the Prime Minister’s 
constituency of Maidenhead. 

2. The proposal, we are all 
assured, is being proposed 
under the Garden Cities 
principals so landowners 
have undertaken, should the 
scheme be agreed, to make 
the increase in land value 
available to fund the needed 
infrastructure, that it seems 
will generate over £lbn of 
income. 

Despite repeated requests 
nobody is willing to tell the 
Community how this will 


work - what will the money 
be spent on and should this 
be a deal done behind closed 
doors with no public 
scrutiny? 

Will Robert Halfon 
champion openness on this 
matter; is the extra taxpayers 
money he talks about 
additional, or in substitution, 
it is not unreasonable to 
know this, after all taxpayer 
funds are scarce. 

3. Robert Halfon also is 
extolling a proposal to run a 
dual carriageway through the 
middle of an established 
community, taking out or 
badly affecting homes, a 
children’s play area and 
business premises but the 
image used does not reflect 
this reality. 

I hope Robert Halfon will 
help us to understand how 
the proposal he is supporting 
makes a quality place, we 


think it does the opposite 
but if he feels such a 
proposal is merited maybe 
he will champion it 
construction through 
Harlow? 

The current road is a ‘C’ 
road with a weight 
restriction. 

4. Harlow has 

opportunities to create more 
housing to satisfy its needs 
within its existing 
boundaries. Why not look 
that as a solution? Is that too 
difficult? 

Mr Halfon, please talk to 
the communities affected, 
and your neighbouring MP, 
to understand the 
implications of you 
enthusiasms.

HARLOW was known as a 
pram town. Sixty years on 
and the number of elderly 
people in comparison to 
those under forty has shown 
a marked increase. As more 
people live to be even older, 
public services have had to 
adapt. 

One of the consequences 
of an ageing population is 
that many people cannot go 
upstairs in their home unless 
they have a stairlift, their 
bathrooms need to be 
adapted, access ramps have 
to be constructed and they 


have difficulty in 
maintaining their home. 

Sir Lrederick Gibberd’s 
design for Harlow saw a 
small number of bungalows 
being built in each 
neighbourhood. The Harlow 
Alliance Party would like to 
see this principle re-emerge, 
with bungalows being built 
on areas in the town which 
Harlow Council designates 
for future housing use. A 
large percentage of houses in 
Harlow are occupied by just 
one or two people, their 
children having left the 


family home. 

Given the chance many 
would be prepared to 
downsize, to 

accommodation which is all 
on one level, with a small 
garden but still close to their 
friends and old neighbours. 

With bungalows at a 
premium in Harlow, those 
for sale are often more 
expensive than the house 
that someone wishes to 
vacate so they are beyond 
peoples reach. 

Building a bungalow is 
cheaper than building a 
house so it is more cost 
effective. Huge sums of 
money could be saved by 
social and health care 
providers and spent 
elsewhere if older people 
were able to choose to live in 
more suitable 
accommodation. 

Bed blocking in hospital is 
often a direct result of a 
patient not being able to 
return to their unsuitable 
home. Houses would be 
freed up so that families 
could occupy them again. 

Building 10 bungalows 
could in turn help up to forty 
families and individuals to 
live in homes which are 
better suited to them.

Youngsters pick 
up advice on how 
they can build 
their best future 


YOUNG people from Harlow 
and Epping found their own 
genius as they began 
building their futures. 

The students from Burnt 
Mill Academy and BMAT 
STEM Academy, in Harlow, 
and Epping St John’s School, 
in Epping, came together for 
the first Burnt Mill Academy 
Trust (BMAT) careers day. 

The Build My Future event, 
at BMAT STEM Academy, 
saw 100 Year 9, 10 and 11 
students complete a 
personality questionnaire to 
establish their strengths 
before looking at developing 
skills needed for the world of 
work. 

Careers advisor Hayley 
Lancaster, of All Together, 
works with the Trust to give 
students inspiration for their 
future career paths. 

She delivers careers 
programmes and gives one 
to one guidance to students, 
including completing 
college, apprenticeship and 
university applications. 

She said: “The students 
have been amazing. We want 
them to take away from this 
the message that everyone 
can be a genius in their 
individual way. They have 
discovered themselves and 
taken the opportunity to 
have conversations with real 
employers to seek advice and 


guidance.” 

Colleague Amanda Sims 
spoke with students about 
finding their individual 
genius and explained how 
everyone has a strength they 
need to discover and work 
to. 

She told them: “Today is 
about making you think 
about your futures in a 
different way. Your futures 
are, as yet, unwritten. You 
are here today to start 
thinking about how you 
create your own future. 

“Mixing with students 
from other schools will help 
to build your confidence. 
When you meet new people 
in life, new opportunities 
happen.” 

Students also attended 
sessions on writing personal 
statements and CVs and 
learnt about apprenticeships, 
before meeting with visiting 
local employers during a 
careers fair. 

Year 10 students from 
Epping went along on the 
day. Harper Kubaisi said: “It 
has been really interesting. It 
has given us things to look at 
to help us to find a job which 
matches us. 

“I don’t yet know what I 
want to do, but today has 
helped me to start thinking 
about it.” 

Her teacher Sonia Ahmed, 


lead practitioner in science, 
said: “I am so impressed 
with how the students have 
embraced this opportunity. 
Mingling with students from 
other schools has helped to 
boost their confidence. 

“I think they will go away 
from this thinking about the 
options open to them.”

He said: “We are here to 
open their minds and help 
them to understand about 
structural engineering. 

“We are working closely 
with BMAT STEM as they are 
focusing on the engineering 
route, which helps us. It is 
great that students come to 
us already having an interest 
in the work we do. 

“I wish there had been a 
day like this when I was at 
school.” 

BMAT STEM works closely 




with local employers as it 
trains young people to 
become the next generation 
of workforce. She said:

U16 futsal team 
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The greatest 
sports event 
'ever staged 
in the town' 


FOLLOWING the Olympic 
Games in Rio during the 
summer of 2016 and this 
year Winter Olympics in 
Pyongchang, it is clear to see 
that there is a whole host of 
sporting talent still to be 
celebrated worldwide, writes 
Ryan Karolak, of Harlow 
Museum, with the assistance 
ofZoe Forbes. 

Back in May 1960, Harlow 
was host to an event noted 
as being “undoubtedly the 
greatest sporting event ever 
to be staged in Harlow”. 

It was reported in the 
Citizen on May 6 that year 
with a headline stating that 
2,500 attended the 
Sportcentre’s first meeting 
on Saturday, April 30. A full 
page of photos was printed 
showcasing the athletes and 
their achievements. It was to 
be a day of athletics with 
both British and 
international competitors 
celebrating the opening of 
the new Sportcentre. 

Of the 72 athletes taking 
part in the games, four 
managed to reach the 
necessary Olympic standards 
to compete in the 1960 Rome 
Olympic games. These were 
the sprinter Dorothy Hyman, 
distance runner Stan Eldon, 
hurdler Bob Birrell, and shot 
putter Arthur Rowe, who 
managed to throw a distance 
of 60ft, beating the Olympic 
qualifying distance by more 
than 4ft. 

Praise came from both the 
crowd and competitors with 
Stan Eldon, having just won 
the Southern Counties’ AAA 
six-mile championship, 
telling the Citizen: “It’s very 
good. It’s not too fast - no 
new track is - but some 
pretty good times have been 
done this afternoon. 

“It’s far better than the 
Welwyn track was when I ran 
on it last year. And it’s nicely 
situated too.” 

Considering there were an 
estimated 2,500 visitors it 
was, perhaps, surprising that 
Len E White, a key figure 
from the Harlow 
Development Corporation 
commented that the event 
“just about broke even” but 


that they were “not 
disappointed” as the feeling 
was that the idea of going to 
see sporting events at the 
centre would grow on the 
people of Harlow. Mr White, 
alongside the Harlow Sports 
Trust, took time to praise the 
organisation and staffing of 
the event, with greater praise 
from the athletes 
commenting on the quality 
of track and facilities 
available. 

The Sportcentre remained 
popular into the 1970s and 
1980s with further 
expansions being made on

its now 20-acre site run by 
Harlow & District Sports 
Trust. It now had a multi¬ 
purpose sports hall, ten 
squash courts, a sauna site, 
tennis facilities, and even an 
artificial ski slope. 

The benefits of these 


facilities, along with those 
around the Harlow area such 
as the Outdoor Pursuits 
Centre (a place that if you 
read last week’s story would 
see how far that goes back), 
located on the River Stort; an 
international-size swimming 


pool; a cycle racing track; 
and facilities for rugby, were 
evident from the successes 
of the youths in Harlow, 
many of whom attained 
international recognition for 
their sporting achievements. 

Although the Sportcentre is 


no longer there, it is 
important to recognise 
Harlow’s sporting 
achievements and there are 
still many places throughout 
the town and its surrounding 
areas in which to partake in 
some sporting activities.

Donald Sutherland and 
Helen Mirren in The 
Leisure Seeker 



THE LEISURE SEEKER (15) ***** 


MORE than 25 years after they last shared the 
big screen in Bethune: The Making Of A Hero, 
Dame Helen Mirren and Donald Sutherland 
reunite for a bittersweet journey of self- 
discovery in The Leisure Seeker. 

Director Paolo Virzi’s comical road trip is an 
affectionate character study of fleeting and 
uneven pleasures, principally the fizzing screen 
chemistry between the lead actors. 

The script is punctuated by deeply touching 
moments including a memorable sex scene but 
the tone grinds through gears almost as nosily 
as the vintage camper van that conveys an 
ageing couple on their cross-country odyssey. 

Potentially meaty subplots are introduced 
then completely waylaid, or resolved messily 
without an emotional punchline. 

A long-running argument about the wife’s 
enduring affection for one old flame sparks a 
ludicrous narrative detour to a care home that is 
the dictionary definition of anticlimax. 

Were it not for Mirren and Sutherland’s 
commitment, and their ability to tease out 
lightness and shade in bickering spouses, the 
picture would splutter to a standstill. 

John Spencer (Sutherland) and his wife Ella 
(Mirren) live in Boston, Massachusetts, close to 
their grown-up children Jane (Janel Moloney) 
and Will (Christian McKay). 

Ella is a full-time carer to her husband, who 
has Alzheimer’s and often doesn’t recognise her 
as his beautiful wife. 

“I’m so happy when you come back to me,” 
beams Ella to John in one blissful, brief moment 
when the fog in his mind clears and he reverts 
to the charming, erudite literary professor she 
married. 

The spectre of cancer comes knocking at Ella’s 
door and she resolves to embark on a final road 
trip with John to visit the house of one of his 
idols, Ernest Hemingway, in the Florida Keys. 

The couple depart without a word of warning 
to their children or next-door neighbour Lillian 
(Dana Ivey) in a 1975 Winnebago christened The 
Leisure Seeker. 

En route to their final destination, John and 
Ella reminisce fondly about the life they have 
built, argue about one of the wife’s old suitors 
(Dick Gregory), and debate the husband’s 
aversion to boxer shorts. 

Based on a novel by Michael Zadoorian, The 
Leisure Seeker is forgotten almost as quickly as 
John loses his flimsy grasp on faces of the past. 

The magnetism of the two leads comfortably 
propels Virzi’s picture into its pedestrian second 
hour but the film can only run on old-fashioned 
star power for so long as a substitute for a 
compelling and densely layered plot. 

Inevitably, John and Ella’s final hurrah judders 
to a dispiriting halt in a mushroom cloud of 
exhaust fumes and missed opportunities.

GUERNSEY LITERARY AND 
POTATO PEEL PIE SOCIETY 
(12A) ★★★★★ 


I n 1994, love was all around 
director Mike Newell as he 
shepherded potty¬ 
mouthed romantic 
comedy Four Weddings 
And A Funeral to a trio of 
coveted Baftas - including Best 
Film - and two Oscar 
nominations. That loving 
feeling persists in The 
Guernsey Literary And Potato 
Peel Pie Society, a cumbersome 
title for a sweeping tale of self- 
sacrifice, based on the 
posthumously published novel 
by Mary Ann Shaffer and Annie 
Barrows. 

Set predominantly on the 
island during and after the 
Second World War when 
Germans invaded and heavily 
fortified the coast, Newell’s 
chocolate box romance was 
filmed in picturesque Devon 
and is laden with emotional 
soft centres to guarantee 
swoons of satisfaction. 

Kate Winslet was originally 
attached as the film’s plucky 
heroine as far back as 2012 but 
the luminous Lily James now 
casts a warm glow as one point 
of a tantalising love triangle 
that provides the framework 
for a grim history lesson 


peppered with heartache. 

The script cuts back and 
forth between 1941 and 1946 in 
order to conceal twists in the 
plot, evoking the era with 
impeccable period design that 
contrasts simple, earthy tones 
of life off the British mainland 
with the exuberance and 
impeccable style of high 
society London rebuilding itself 
following the Blitz. 

Author Juliet Ashton (James) 
and publisher Sidney Stark 
(Matthew Goode) embark on a 
book tour amid the rubble of a 
capital decimated by enemy 
bombs. 

“It feels like we’ve emerged 


from a long, black tunnel into a 
carnival,” observes Juliet, who 
is buoyed by her burgeoning 
romance with a dashing 
American officer (Glen Powell). 

Out of the blue, she receives 
a letter from a Guernsey farmer 
called Dawsey Adams (Michiel 
Huisman), who shares 
fascinating details about a 
literary society established 
under German occupation. 

Intrigued by this 
inspirational story of defiance 
in a time of conflict, Juliet 
travels to the island to meet 
Dawsey and club members 
Eben Ramsey (Sir Tom 
Courtenay), Isola Pribby 


(Katherine Parkinson) and 
Amelia Maugery (Dame 
Penelope Wilton). 

Courageous founder 
Elizabeth McKenna (Jessica 
Brown Findlay) is curiously 
absent. 

“You won’t be meeting her. 
She’s off island at present,” 
cryptically explains Amelia. 

Juliet seeks temporary 
lodgings and the pious 
landlady (Bronagh Gallagher) 
intimates a dark secret 
involving the society. 

“There’s more to that story 
than they like to let on,” she 
confides and Juliet turns 
detective to uncover the truth. 

The Guernsey Literary And 
Potato Peel Pie Society 
confidently navigates choppy 
emotional waters separating 
the two time frames. 

James and Huisman are an 
exceedingly attractive pairing 
and their on-screen chemistry 
simmers while the former 
wrestles with the disparity 
between her own situation and 
the indomitable spirit of the 
islanders. 

“My good fortune feels so 
conspicuous here,” laments 
Juliet. 

Sterling support led by the 
majestic Wilton plucks 
heartstrings without resorting 
to shameless emotional 
manipulation.

they want and it sounds 
cliched in our business and in 
any business but I mean that, 
really from the bottom of my 
heart. 

"When you can approach a 
project like Rampage, every 
frame, every word, every 
action moment is all driven by 
'is this going to make the 
people happy?' 

"At the end of the day the 
most important thing to me, 
the number one thing, is 
making sure that people leave 
the theatre after they have 
spent money on a ticket, 
popcorn, drinks, candy, 
whatever else, happy.

"My Dad 
works for Qantas 
airline and my 
parents were so 
supportive. It was 
kind of scary 
but they always 

encouraged me to travel and used to 
take me to a lot of places when I was 
a child. 

"I did think 'what am I doing?' but 
my brother Tim, who is a wonderful 
person, encouraged me to go to 
America.” 

Clare made her American film 
debut in 2012 in the western Dead 
Man's Burden before being cast in 
musical drama Nashville. 

The multiple Emmy and Golden 
Globe-nominated show is now 
watched in 225 countries worldwide 
and has inspired 22 soundtracks, 
including a Christmas album. 

Nashville is set against the backdrop 
of the city's famous music scene 
and follows the lives of country 
music superstars as well as the 
up-and-coming performers and 
songwriters trying to get ahead in the 
business. 

"It was the opportunity of a 
lifetime,” says Clare, "I read the entire 
script for Nashville standing at my 
manager's desk." 

She and the cast have filmed the 
final episodes of the TV hit, but are 



saying goodbye in style with a 
farewell tour of the UK. 

The tour begins on Saturday and 
sees Clare in concert with fellow 
Nashville cast members Chris 
Carmack, Charles Esten, lonathan 
lackson and Sam Palladio. 

The tour, follows sell-out visits in 
2016 and 2017, and will feature songs 
from the series as well as original 
material from the artists. 

"The first time we toured the UK it

He proposed to her at the legendary 
Grand Ole Opry music venue in 
Nashville and they had wedding 
ceremonies in both Australia and 
America. 

"He's my soul mate," says the 
33-year-old happily, "but we've been 
so busy we've not had time to do the 
honeymoon thing yet. The first time 
we met I thought 'I'll keep an eye on 
this one' but we didn't start going out 
until a year after that. 

"He's written most of my album 


with me and there's nothing 
more easy than being with 
Brandon on stage. I just look 
across the stage and he's 
there.” 

Clare's positive outlook follows 
early years battling childhood 
cancer when surgeons had to 
operate on her when she was only 
four to remove a tumour. 

Her brother Tim was also 
diagnosed with Stage 4 Lymphoma

Initially he was writing a 
concept album about women 
who had been unfairly 
forgotten by the history 
books, but a trip to America 
during the build-up to 
Donald Trump’s election as 
president changed all that. 

The result is Be More Kind 
(out on May 4 on Xtra Mile/ 
Polydor Records), a record 
which bears many of the 
Turner hallmarks but which 
takes his consciously out of 
his comfort zone thanks to a 
new, experimental approach. 

“I was planning the next 
record but it hadn’t 
materialised into a state 
where I could put it out as a 
record,” he explained. 

“Then I went to America, 
which is somewhere I’ve 
spent a lot of time and I’m 
very fond of. It was during 
the election and it was a 
disorienting time to be in 
America. I’m a big fan of the 


country so that’s when a 
whole new suite of songs 
came along. 

“My previous two albums 
have been about things that 
were happening in my head. 
It’s been a while since I tried 
to work out what was going 
on in the outside world.” 

The first single from the 
album was Blackout, a 
bouncy, poppy track in stark 
contrast to the stripped-down 
feel of Positive Songs for 
Negative People, his last 
album released in 2015. 

“It’s my seventh album,” he 
reasoned. “If you’re ever going 
to get to the stage where you 
can take some risks, I think 
the seventh album is the time 
to do it. 

“So I’ve used some sounds, 
instruments and technical 
approaches that I’ve never 
used. I’ve never written a song 
that might be heard in a club 
before that one. The new 
tunes are a bit more pop, dare 
I say it. 

“Mind you I was in a 
hardcore punk band (Million 
Dead) so I’ve got for switching 
horses as it were. And it’s fun 
to talk about going in a 
different direction - it puts the 
willies up people when you do 
that!” 

Of course there’s a tour to 
promote the album - and in 
typical Frank Turner fashion 
he’s not doing it in half 
measures. A total of 120 dates 
have been announced so far, 



and thankfully for us here in 
Essex, one of them is at the 
Cliffs Pavilion in Southend on 
May 2. 

“I’ve been to Southend 
many times, but not in a long 
while,” explained Frank, “and 
in the early days I used to play 
at Chinnerys. In fact my 
second or third ever solo gig 
was at the Utopia cafe. 

“I used to hang out with 
some still really good friends 
in Southend I realised I hadn’t 
been there for a lifetime so I 
wanted to put that right. 

“I grew up in Winchester 
was wasn’t on the regular 
circuit. Anyone who did play 
there was treated like a hero 
and I like to play places where 
other people don’t always go.” 

It seems like Frank is always 
up to something or another - 
writing, recording touring or 
keeping busy with his side 
project, Mongol Horde. 

“I get bored pretty easily,” 
he admitted, “so that’s partly 


it. And also there’s not 
enough time in your life to go 
out and do everything you 
want to. I actually like to 
shout about though so I get 
more time off than I let on!” 

Also, he says, the tours 
aren’t as long these days. 

“Three of our touring party 
have a family now,” he 
explained, “and I’ve got a cat 
and a missus at home so we 
don’t go out and tour for 18 
months at a time. 

“Time passes more slowly 
when you’re on tour - two 
weeks seem like two months. 

“But one of the great things 
about being on stage is that 
you might do a bad job one 
night, but the next night you 
can get back on stage and put 
it right.”

D ESPITE her success as 
both an actress and 
scriptwriter, Ruth Jones is 
decidedly unstarry, softly 
spoken and looks much 
younger than her 51 years. 

Best known as Stella in the 
eponymous comedy series and as 
Nessa Jenkins in the hit comedy 
Gavin & Stacey, which she wrote 
with co-star James Corden, Ruth is 
warm and funny, chatting happily 
about her life in Cardiff with her 
producer husband David Peet. 

Her debut novel, Never Greener, 
features a young woman who has 
an intense affair with a married 
man, which ends in heartbreak. 

Fast forward 17 years and their 
lives have moved on. She is now a 
successful actress, married with 
one child; he is a teacher still 
married to the same woman, with 
three children. 

Chaos ensues when the actress 
bumps into him again and the 
spark re-ignites. Ruth sets the 
scenes in different timelines, rather 
like David Nicholls did in his hit 
novel One Day, building up the 
sexual tension between the lovers. 

So, a fair amount of the book 
centres on lust and whether its 
power is greater than true love. 

"Is it beautiful sex? No, it's not. 

It's very hedonistic and ego driven. 
What's interesting is that it means 
something different to both of 
them," Ruth reflects. 

The book first emerged from a 
screenplay she wrote in 2002 - 
which never made it to the screen 
- when people were getting in 
touch with pals from the past 
through website Friends Reunited. 

"You heard all sorts of stories 
about people leaving their long¬ 
term marriages to set up with 
people that they were going out 
with when they were 17. 

"And a lot of those second 
attempts went wrong." 

It wasn't based on her own life, 
however, she insists, laughing. 


"Of course I've been in love and I 
married the man that I love. It was 
love at first voice because I spoke to 
him on the phone before I met him. 
I did fall in love with his voice. But I 
have had to imagine a lot of the 
intensity and the destructiveness." 

Growing up in Porthcawl, Ruth 
kept a diary as a 13-year-old and 
another in her 20s which, she says, 
shows how your personality 
changes as you get older. 

"When I re-read my diaries, it's 
the self-doubt that seems to be 
prevalent,” she reveals. "Since I 
turned 40, I've become less 
self-doubting, but it still happens.” 

Because of this, she isn't on 
social media. 

"I couldn't handle it if somebody 
said something nasty,” she says, 
"but I have read comments that 
people have received. 

"James (Corden), for instance, 
gets horrible comments from 
people. I've seen the stuff that's 
been said and I just couldn't 
handle it if people were being 
directly abusive. 

"The world is c**p enough 
without adding to that vitriol." 

Her novel attracted a bidding 
war, handled through her old 
Warwick University pal, and top 
literary agent, Jonny Geller. 

"I am nervous about how my 
debut novel will be received, 
because there's always that feeling 


that somebody might say 
something negative. 

"I say I won't read the reviews, 
but I probably will. But just because 
somebody says something 
negative, I don't have to believe it.” 

Apart from a book tour, life will 
go on as usual in Cardiff with 
David, who Ruth met while 
working on a comedy pilot in the 
early 1990s. She has three 
grown-up stepchildren from 
David's first marriage. 

The couple set up a production 
company and co-created Stella - 
doing 58 episodes together - but 
she says there won't be any more. 

"It took over our lives. We'd 
storyline the next series in August 
when we were still filming the 
previous series, so there was never 
a break. We loved it and created 
some fantastic characters that we 
still laugh about, but we 
knew we'd have to move 
on. I always say, 'Never 
say never' but it's very 
unlikely." 

She also says she 
wouldn't reprise Gavin & 

Stacey, although she has 
extremely fond memories 
of it and remains friends 
with co-star James. 

"We used to talk about maybe 
doing a special, but if you look at 
the logistics of it, James lives in 
America and I don't know long 


he'll be out there for. He's so busy. 

"Even if we did write something, 
when would we film it? 

"James and I still have little 
conversations about what Nessa's 
doing or what's happened to Neil 
the Baby, who is now about 10! We 
come up with little things that the 
characters are doing." 

She adds: "Looking back, we 
have such affection for that time - 
and maybe that's what made the 
series what it was. 

"We started writing it 13 years 
ago. Would we still have the same 
innocence to put into the 
characters? I don't know.” 

She's under contract to write a 
second book and has several other 
projects on the go, but these days, 
she shies away from red carpet 
bashes and other celebrity events. 

"Well, I live in Cardiff and we 
haven't got many 'paps' in Cardiff, 
I've got to say," she says. 

She's also keen to keep a balance 
between her professional and her 
private life. 

"If I'm doing a charity event and 
I'm there because that will give the 
event interest, then fair enough. 
People should be able to have their 
selfies and autographs. 

"But the other day, I was in the 
car and my husband was just 
getting in when this guy came out, 
looked at me and literally pushed 
my husband out of the way. He 
said, 'Excuse me, are you that 
woman from Gavin & 
Stacey?' and my husband 
was left standing there. 

"I just went, 'No, not me! 
Sometimes people don't 
realise they're being rude.” 

She wonders how her pal 
James deals with the fame 
he has attracted. 

"For James and Julia, his 
wife, if you've got three 
small children and you're out and 
about, it must be tricky."

WHAT a compelling 
exercise in storytelling. 

Part crime novel, part 
psychological thriller, All 
The Beautiful Lies rests 
on a clever narrative 
trick. 

As he is about to 
graduate, Harry is called home by 
his step-mother, Alice, following the 
death of his father on a clifftop walk. 
A sad but simple domestic set-up so 
far, yet from this, Peter Swanson 
loops skeins of deceit and trickery. 

By dividing his story into a 'then' 
and 'now' narrative, he creates great 
tension and springs a few good 
surprises. As Harry slowly begins to 
suspect Alice, who, being so much 
younger than his father, may not be 
all she seems, her story strand 
shows the beautiful and deadly lies 
woven through her past, indeed her 
whole being. 

A fantastic read - and so much 
more rewarding for Swanson's 
decision not to follow an A-B 
narrative line.

THE Rosie Project 
author Graeme Simsion 
has teamed up with his 
wife, Anne Buist, for this 
charming novel about two very 
different people who keep bumping 
into each other on the Camino de 
Santiago pilgrimage trail. 

Newly widowed American artist 
Zoe and divorced Yorkshire engineer 
Martin can't stand each other when 
they meet at the start of their walk 
in France, but over the course of 
2,000 kilometres and various 
romantic entanglements along the 
way, they discover new sides of 
themselves - and each other. 

There may be a few too many 
simplistic wisdoms and predictable 
epiphanies here for some readers' 
liking, but Simsion and Buist's 
detailed knowledge of the Camino 
(they have walked it twice) and the 
large cast of guirky characters, 
make this an authentic and diverting 
read that will make you want to put 
on your walking boots and book a 
one-way ticket to southern France.

What will be, will be. We're content 
as we are, so if we remain a three, 
that'll be great. 

"I'm not going to panic because of 
my age because, really, what would 
that achieve? The main thing is to 
enjoy her in the present and be 
philosophical about the future." 

You've been with Azuka for 
eight years. What makes your 
relationship work? Do you think 
you'll get married? 

"AZ is so relaxed and laid-back 
about things - we laugh a lot.

"WE'VE all gelled as a team. We had 
a great natural chemistry from the 
start, but over the years we've 
become more relaxed and have built 
up new layers of friendship. 

"Amanda and I are great friends 
and love having fun with the clothes 
- mine are always a bit quirky and 
edgy. I've learnt to have more of a 
sense of humour about the crazy 
acts too, which I never liked before. 
I'm much more laid-back as a judge. 

"The acts I really don't like are 
where people put themselves 
physically at risk... your heart's in 
your mouth, especially when 
somebody is underwater or 
performing with knives or fire. 

"I have to say 'yes' to them, 
because what they're doing is skillful 
and technically brilliant, but I find it 
really tough to watch.” 

You've written a children's book, 
Lightning Girl, about a mixed- 
race schoolgirl with 
superpowers. What do you hope 
to achieve with it? 

"WHEN I was growing up, I didn't 
have any characters in books that 
looked like me and I wanted to make 
sure Azura did. She's four and she's 
become conscious of the fact that 
characters in some of her favourite 
books and films don't look like her. 

"Her favourite Disney character is 
Rapunzel, who has blue eyes and 
blonde hair. That's fine, but she 
needs to see that beauty comes in 
many different forms. 

"I didn't set out to make a 
statement about race, but I'd be 
fibbing if I said it wasn't a factor. I'm 
proud to have a British, female, 
mixed-race superhero on the cover. 

I hope Aurora Bean will be a positive 
role model for boys and girls of all 
ethnicities." 

Have you experienced racial 
discrimination yourself? 

"OF course I've experienced racial 
discrimination, especially when I 
was younger. I've always been 
conscious that, as a woman of 
colour, I might have to work harder 
or prove myself. I want girls to look 
at me and think, 'Alesha can do it!'

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Irritable Bowel Syndrome symptoms can be hard to stomach. LIZ CONNOR 
speaks to health expert Dr Ann Robinson to find out more about the condition 



S ufferers of irritable 

bowel syndrome (IBS) will 
tell you that the symptoms 
can be painful and often 
embarrassing to live with. 
The telltale bloating, cramps and 
frequent toilet trips can occur at any 
time, wreaking havoc on the 
digestive system. 

Thousands of people in the UK 
have been diagnosed with this 
common digestive order, and 
researchers believe as many as two 
in 10 people are currently living with 
IBS. 

Not sure exactly what it is or how 
to tackle the symptoms? Dr Ann 
Robinson, lead GP at Bupa Health 
Clinics, reveals more about the 
causes, warning signs and 
treatments... 

WHAT EXACTLY IS IBS 
AND WHO GETS IT? 

IBS affects 10-15% of the worldwide 
population, but because it isn't the 
type of topic many people feel 
comfortable discussing, lots of us 
are still confused about what it is 
and why we get it. 

"Irritable Bowel Syndrome is a 
long-term condition that affects 
your digestive system,” explains Dr 
Robinson. "It causes pain or 
discomfort in your tummy, and 
varying changes in your bowel 
habits.” 

Dr Robinson says It can develop at 
any age, but the first symptoms 
usually start appearing between the 
ages of 20 and 30 years old. "Women 
are twice as likely to get it as men,” 
she adds. 

WHAT ARE THE SYMPTOMS 
TO LOOK OUT FOR? 

THERE are a number of telltale 
unpleasant signs of IBS that 
should prompt you to visit your 
GP. "Some of the most common 
symptoms include bloating, wind 
or discomfort in your abdomen, 
which can often be felt on the 
left-hand side,” says Robinson. 

"This discomfort can vary from a 
sudden sharp pain to a constant 
dull ache, and the pain may ease 
after going to the toilet. For some, 
it may also get worse after eating." 

Erratic changes to your bowel 
movement is another clue that 
something isn't right in your gut. 
"Your stool may vary in consistency 
and can alternate between 
constipation and diarrhoea," says Dr 
Robinson, adding: "Sometimes you 
may need to go to the toilet 
urgently, and at other times you 
may have problems going." 

Many sufferers describe 
accelerated bowel transit as a 
significant source of stress, with the 
fear of a sudden onset of diarrhoea 
causing anxiety about public 
outings. 

"IBS symptoms can come and go; 
you may not have any symptoms for 
months and then get a flare-up,” 
says Dr Robinson. "It's a good idea 
to keep a symptom diary and share 
it with your GP." She says that you 
should note down what foods you 
have eaten, how you are feeling at 
the time of a flare-up, as well as the 
symptoms you are experiencing. 


Together with your GP, you can 
then use the findings to determine 
the foods and emotions that might 
trigger the symptoms, and decide 
which treatment is right for you. 

WHAT ACTUALLY CAUSES IBS? 

"IT'S still unclear why some people 
develop IBS, but it's thought that it 
may be caused by a variety of 
factors,” says Dr Robinson. In some 
cases, it could all be down to a 
miscommunication between the 
brain and the intestinal tract. "This 
can cause you to have abnormal 
muscle contraction or spasms, 
which often causes the cramping 
pain," she explains. "The spasms 
may speed the passage of stool, 
causing diarrhoea, or they may slow 
it down, causing constipation.” 

IBS can also be caused by an 
intolerance to certain foods, 
particularly those high in FODMAPS 
- "tiny carbohydrates found in foods 
such as wheat and beans, that the 


body finds difficult to break down" 

Dr Robinson notes that irritation 
to the bowel or digestive system 
- perhaps after an infection such as 
gastroenteritis or food poisoning - 
could also trigger the symptoms, 
while some researchers believe IBS 
may be genetic. 

"You may find your symptoms get 
worse after being stressed, after 
eating certain foods or if you're 
taking certain antibiotics," she adds. 

"Again, it's a good idea to make a 
note of these things to help figure 
out what's contributing to your IBS 
flare-ups.” 

HOW IS IT DIAGNOSED? 

IF you're experiencing anything 
unusual with your stomach or bowel 
movements, get it checked out by 
your doctor. "IBS is usually 
diagnosed by taking a detailed 
history of your symptoms." says Dr 
Robinson. 

"It can't be confirmed with a test,

however, your GP may suggest you 
have some blood tests, provide stool 
samples and possibly a colonoscopy 
to rule out any other serious 
conditions." 

WHAT TREATMENTS ARE AVAILABLE? 

UNFORTUNATELY, there is no cure 
for IBS, however, changes to your 
diet and lifestyle may help ease the 
uncomfortable symptoms. 

"Everyone is different and certain 
foods that will affect one person 
may not affect another,” says Dr 
Robinson. "However, generally, I'd 
recommend you try eating regular 
meals prepared from fresh produce, 
and don't rush when you're eating; 
stay hydrated and aim to have at 
least eight cups of fluid a day." 

Avoiding fatty, processed or 
reheated foods might help to 
regulate your bowel movements, 
and you should also limit the 
amount of caffeine you have. 

"If stress triggers your IBS, 
consider relaxation techniques such 
as meditation or yoga,” says 
Robinson. "Exercise can also help 
reduce flare-ups too.” 

If you find that diet and lifestyle 
changes are not helping manage 
your IBS, there are medications that 
can help. 

"These vary depending on your 
symptoms," notes Robinson, "so talk 
to your pharmacist or GP before 
taking them." 




HIGH-PROTEIN diets are 
everywhere right now. As well 
as aiding weight loss and 
helping build lean muscle, 
protein is important for your 
health: it can help you to feel 
more energetic and fuller for 
longer, as well as supporting 
bone health and assisting 
hormone production. 

And with the recent rise of 
vegetarianism and veganism, 
more of us than ever are looking 
at alternative ways to stock up 
on the macronutrient. 

Holland & Barrett nutritionist 
Emily Rollason tells us how get 
more protein into our diet. 

1. Start your day 
on an egg 
"A SINGLE egg 
contains more than 
six grams of 
protein, plus 
essential amino 
acids, vitamins A, E 
and B12. Try combining two 
boiled eggs with asparagus 
wrapped in Parma ham for a 
weekend brunch treat." 

2. Snack on seeds 
"TAKE a note out of Victoria 
Beckham's book. Her afternoon 
treat is sunflower seeds doused 
in liquid aminos (a gluten-free 
alternative to soy sauce)," says 
Emily. "Each handful racks up 
an extra five grams of protein 
and they are packed with 
essential fatty acids and 
micronutrients such as 
magnesium, which helps 
regulate blood sugar levels." 

3. Go Greek 

"LOW-FAT yoghurts can be 
packed with artificial sweeten¬ 
ers," says Emily. "Fill up on 
Greek yoghurt instead. It's 
packed with protein and can be 
made sweet with berries, or 
added to savoury dishes to add 
richness." 

B 4. Rethink your drink 

TRY a high-protein 
iced coffee to start 
your morning like Get 
Nourished (£2.99; 

Holland and Barrett), which 
delivers 25g of protein per 
bottle - around the 
equivalent of a steak." 

5. Discover 'nooch' 

AS an alternative to cheese, 
nutritional yeast - or 'nooch' 

- could be exactly what you 
need. "Use it to stock up on six 
grams of protein per serving 
compared to a mere two in 
Parmesan cheese," says Emily. 
"You also might want to try 
garnishing your next batch of 
popcorn with 'nooch' to give 
yourself a cheesy, protein-filled 
boost."

CRESSIDA Cowell is best known 
for her How To Be A Dragon 
series, aimed at 8-11-year-olds, 
but The Story Of Tantrum 
O'Furrily is a picture book, 
suitable for younger readers and 
bedtime stories. 

In fact, it's a bedtime story 
within a bedtime story, and sees a 
stray cat called Tantrum O'Furrily 
tell her three hungry kittens a tall 
tale before they settle down to 
their night time milk. 

It concerns Smallpaw, a kitten 
whose owner has explained that 
stray cats are bad cats, but 
Smallpaw finds herself inching 
out of the cat flap by night, alone, 
anyway. 

It's a book about courage, 
having the temerity to explore 
and being brave enough to 'write 
your own story'. 

Mark Nicholas' award-winning 
illustrations (the book is a 
Carmelite Prize-winner) are 
suitably atmospheric - especially 
his windswept trees - and largely 
monochrome, with just the 
occasional flash of marmalade- 
orange cat, and blood-red fox, the 
latter of whom, with a sharp nose 
and steely eyes, is particularly 
sinister. 

Although the message is a little 
twee at times, Cowell and 
Nicholas together deliver it rather 
powerfully.

I also wanted a career 



A LEX Jones' description 
of what happens when 
you have a baby is pretty 
blunt. "It's like a bomb 
going off," she declares, 
before adding wryly, "in a 
brilliant way." 

The One Show presenter, best 
known for interviewing celebs 
live on telly every we eknight, 
alongside co-host Matt Baker, 
became a mum for the first time 
last January, aged 39. 

Now 41, she says: "I'd got 
myself together in terms of career, 
I know where I am, and then a 
baby comes. It leaves you in this 
new-fangled situation where you 
don't really know where to start," 
she adds, remembering the 
sensation of her world being 
thoroughly scrambled in the wake 
of pregnancy. 

While lots of new mums are 
trying to piece together some 
semblance of sleep and get to 
grips with breastfeeding, Alex also 
spent the first chunk of her son 
Teddy's life writing down 
everything she was going 
through. 

The result is Winging It!, her 
first - "and last!" - book. 

Broken into three portions, it 
tackles life before the birth, after 
it, and then what happens to the 
rest of your world once you've 
just about got to grips with being 
responsible for a tiny human. 

Alex felt there just wasn't 
enough information about 
fertility and pregnancy out there 
for would-be parents in her and 
her insurance broker husband 
Charlie's age-bracket (pushing 
40). 

In 2016, she made a 
documentary for BBC1 called 
Fertility & Me, and she says the

research involved helped inspire 
her book. 

"I wasn't sure how much I 
believed all the headlines, about 
how at 35 your fertility falls off a 
cliff," says Alex. 

"I do still think it's very much on 
a case by case basis, everybody's 
body is different, and some people 
who are in their twenties struggle 
to get pregnant - it's not 
something that's just confined to 
people who are older." 

However, during filming, a 
scientist explained to her how 
eggs deteriorate as a woman ages, 
and while doing a form of IVF, 
showed her the moment they 
introduce the sperm, via 
injection, to an egg. "In this case, 
they injected an egg from a 
36-year-old woman, and the 
whole thing just crumbled," Alex 
recalls. 

"That was the biggest wake-up 
call to me, that that could be the 
case. That was the image that 
stayed with me and made us 
definitely think, 'We need to crack 
on with this if we're serious about 
having a family!" 

Luckily, they didn't have any 
problems conceiving Teddy. "It 
was very straightforward. But for a 
lot of friends, unfortunately, that's 
not been the case. I thought it was 
important to open up that 
conversation,” says Alex. 

That conversation plays out in 
the book, with Alex also looking at 
how a baby affects your 
relationship, how difficult she 


found motherhood to begin with, 
and what it's like - just as you're 
hitting your career stride - to be a 
woman and have to "biologically 
take your foot off the gas, take a 
step back and actually have the 
baby" 

"At the heart of the book is a lot 
of honesty," says Wales-born Alex, 
who has presented The One Show 
since 2010, and is particularly 
frank about the decisions she had 
to make around maternity leave 
and finding the right time to get 
back on the BBC's green sofa. 

"I have a big respect for the job 
I do, and what comes with having 
respect for the job you do is a fear

of losing it," she says. "I love my 
job, and sometimes I think 
women find it hard to admit 
they want to go back to work 
because they like it. 

"People assume you should 
be saying, 'Well, I want to stay 
at home because I love my 
baby! and of course that is the 
case -1 absolutely adore Ted 
- but I do like my job as well. 

"There's nothing wrong with 
saying, 'I've worked hard to 
get to this point and yes, I 
want a child, but I also want a 
career,' I think that's fine," she 
adds. "Men never have to 
struggle to say that, I don't think 
women should either." 

She admits that "finding the 
balance is difficult" but notes: 

"It's not just about liking your job, 
it's about necessity; lots of us have 
to go back because it's necessary 
for us to earn a living and for lots 
of families, it does take two wages 
to bring up a child." 

In the end, Alex went back to 
work three months after Teddy 
was born. 

"There were some concerns, 
mostly from my mum and friends, 
who said, 'Are you sure, Al, that 
you're ready to go back, it seems 
quite soon?' And of course, before 
you have a baby you don't know 
how soon that is. I'd made 
promises before really knowing 
how I would feel." 

Fortunately, she had a "super 
supportive" boss, who suggested 
she come back part-time to begin 
with. 

"It worked really well, but I'm 
not scared to say I was worried 
about taking maternity leave - it's 
scary taking time out." 

While Alex didn't suffer any 
pressure on the coming-back-to-

4kg Jerusalem 
artichokes, peeled, 
to make 400g 
artichoke syrup; 500g 
glucose; 410ml 
whipping cream; 225g 
butter; 16g fine sea salt; 20ml 
cider vinegar; 200g milk 
chocolate, in pieces 

METHOD: 

1. Roughly chop the 
artichokes and feed 
through a juicer. Allow 
to stand for an hour, and 
skim off any foam. 

2. Pass through a double 
layer of damp muslin, 
and boil in a stockpot. 

3. Over a medium heat, 
allow the juice to reduce 
at a steady simmer, 
skimming off any scum, 
until you are left with a 
syrup roughly the colour 
of Marmite and a 
consistency similar to 
treacle when cooled. 

4. Combine the syrup, 
glucose and cream in a 
small stock pot and 
bring slowly to the boil, 
stirring to combine.

5. Turn the heat down 
as low as it will go, and 
cook until the mixture is 
112°C, stirring gendy 
but frequently. Remove 
from the heat and beat 
in the butter while the 
mixture is hot, followed 
by the salt and vinegar. 

6. Scrape the warm

roasting tin lined with 
baking parchment. 

7. Once the fudge is cool 
to the touch, transfer the 
tin to the freezer to set. 

8. Remove from the 
freezer and use the 
baking parchment to lift 
the fudge out onto a 
chopping board. After 
10 minutes at room 
temperature, use a large 
knife heated in hot 
water to cut the fudge 
into 2cm wide strips, 
then into squares.

LAUREN TAYLOR MEETS MICHELIN STAR 
CHEF TOMMY BANKS AS HE PUBLISHES 
HIS FIRST COOKBOOK, ROOTS JI 1 w™"" 


F OR a chef who became 

Britain's youngest to earn 
a Michelin star at the age 
of 24, and triumphed 
twice on BBC2's Great 
British Menu, Tommy Banks is 
remarkably self-effacing. 

"I've still got so much to learn," 
he says. "I don't think I'm a 
particularly advanced cook." 

Many would disagree. Tommy 
runs the Black Swan in Oldstead, 
North Yorkshire, where he's been 
from the age of 17 (his parents 
own the pub), and became 
head chef in 2013, retaining the 
star it had won under previous 
head chef, Adam Jackson. But 
he felt fraudulent, as if the 
dishes weren't his. 

Fast forward five years and 
Tommy has gained a name for 
himself for his own inventive 
combinations - he prefers the 
term "making it all up as I go 
along" to 'self-taught' - using 
local produce and displaying 
them as though exquisite pieces 
of art on the plate. 

The Black Swan was voted the 
world's best restaurant on 
TripAdvisor in October 2017 and, 
now, it's always packed. 

"Do people achieve things and 
manage to bask in it? I don't 
know if I'm different," he 
wonders, on the publication of 
his first cookbook, Roots. 

"Whenever I achieve 
something, there's also 
something else we've got to do." 

Perhaps his feet are firmly on 
the ground because it hasn’t 
always been easy. 

"Running a business in a rural 
place is really tough, it 
struggled," he admits. Aged 18, 
Tommy also became very ill with 
ulcerative colitis, had surgery 
and spent a year recovering. 

"Winning Great British Menu 
was massive for my self- 
confidence. Before that, I 
thought what I was doing was 
good, but no one else had really 
(experienced) it, because we 
were this tiny restaurant and we 
were quite quiet," says the 
28-year-old. 

He also admits that he was 
"petrified and extremely 
anxious" going into the show, 
and how odd it was to be 
recognised afterwards. 


Now he's on the other side of 
things, after this year's 
MasterChef finalists spent a day 
cooking with him. 

Tommy grew up on the farm 
his family still run in the "idyllic" 
rural North York Moors. 

As a result, his food is 
completely dictated by what's 
grown on the farm, so humble 
British (or more specifically, 
Yorkshire) veg always takes 
centre stage, whether it's a 
beetroot steak cooked in beef fat, 
a mainstay at the Black Swan, or 
in desserts like celery leaf parfait. 

Any meat he uses won't be 
farmed far away either. 

"My menus are designed 
around what we’ve got coming 
in," Tommy says. 

"I'd never approach it like, 'I 
want to do a duck dish; It's more 
like, 'I've got celeriac, what are 
we going to do with it this year?"' 

The book is a real celebration 
of nature and his homeland. 



"Everything I've done over the 
last 10 years is documented in 
there, everything I’ve learned 
and come up with." 

It's true - Roots covers 
everything from simple family 
recipes, like his grandma’s apple 
cake, to advanced cooking 
techniques where you'll need a 
water bath and a vacuum seal to 
recreate some of the dishes from 
his Michelin star restaurant. 

He also wants to dispel some 
of the misconceptions around 
'seasonal' eating. "When I started 
growing produce, I realised there 
aren't really four seasons in the 
UK from a culinary perspective, 
because we literally have nothing 
ready in January to April, and 
most of May, depending on the 
weather." 

Roots reflects the farming 
seasons and is split into three 
sections - the hunger gap 
(January to May), time of 
abundance (June to September) 
and the preserving season 
(October to December). 

The hunger gap (the "most 
challenging" of the seasons) is a 
time for humble onions and wild 
garlic to really shine, as well as 
jerusalem artichokes, Yorkshire 
rhubarb ("the best in the world") 
and some foraged ingredients 
most won't have cooked with 
before - spruce, lovage and fir. 

The first five months of the 
year also inspire his dishes that 
play with savoury and sweet 
- think artichoke fudge or 
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scallops in rhubarb juice. 

The easy-to-malce John Dory 
with young vegetables and 
lemon verbena stock, 
meanwhile, is perfect for 
summer - the season of plenty. 

The tail-end of the year, with its 
earthy, irony veg like celeriac 
(seriously underrated according 
to Tommy) and beetroot, is the 
time for preserving by 
fermenting or 'clamping,' a 
process common during war 
rationing where tops are 
removed, roots buried in soil and 
kept in a cold, dry, dark place. 

As for what's next for the young 
chef, Tommy says: "I'd certainly 
like to do more TV" 

If you want to try his food 
without the Michelin star prices, 
he's also announced a second 
restaurant opening this summer, 
Roots York, which will have a 
"fun, informal" feel.

I WAS pretty giddy the day I 
visited the Villa Maria winery just 
outside Auckland in New Zealand. 

There I was, thousands of miles 
away from home meeting the 
people behind wines I'd seen 
many times in the UK. Oh, and I 
was tasting them too. I'm nothing 
if not predictable. 

The winery is an intriguing 
place; it is set inside a 
20,000-year-old volcanic crater 
which is a wonderful 
amphitheatre, perfect not just for 
growing grapes but also the 
occasional concert. Tom Jones 
has wiggled his hips here. 

I was there to wiggle some 
glasses and Senior Auckland 
Winemaker David Roper led me 
through a tasting of 18 wines 
(someone's got to do it). 

Here are four of them. 


RAISE 

A qUASS 



■ Villa Maria Private Bin 
Lightly Sparkling Sauvignon 
Blanc 2016, right (RRP 
£11.75, Morrisons, Fareham 
Wine Cellar, New Zealand 
House of Wine, Amazon, 
12.5% abv): This is a pretty 
little wine, appealing to 
people who like prosecco. It 
isn't hyper on the bubbles 
and the clue is in the words 
''lightly sparkling". Grapefruit 
and lime aromas zing from the 
glass and this wine would be 
really nice for summer. 

■ Villa Maria Reserve Clifford 



Bay Sauvignon Blanc 2017 
(RRP £15.95, Sainsbury, 

12.5% abv) This vintage has 
picked up several gold awards in 
New Zealand and it is easy to see 
why. It is a blend of grapes from 
vineyard blocks known for 
delivering pungent aromatics 
typical of the Awatere Valley In 
Marlborough and influenced by 
the Pacific Ocean. It was so 
lovely, with limes, herbs, grass 
and blackcurrant leaf all 
making an appearance. 

■ Villa Maria Private Bin 
Pinot Noir 2016 (RRP 
£13.80 Tesco, The Coop, 
Asda, Morrisons,13% abv): A 
fruity, easily approachable pinot 
noir. It has a good balance of fruit 
and acidity and a nose of red 
fruits and strawberry with 
cherries and raspberries on the 


palate. It is quite peppery too. 

■ Villa Maria Cellar Selection 
Pinot Noir 2016 (RRP £16.20 
Majestic Wine, Waitrose Cellar, 
13% abv): It has deeper fruit 
notes than the Private Bin and 
has seen oak aging in a mix of 
new and old oak for 10 months, 
sitting on its lees. It has silky 
tannins, red fruits have overtures 
of smoky oak and a cupboard full 
of dried herbs. 


ALSO IN MY GLASS... 

TWO reds for your delectation. 
■ Montes Alpha Syrah, right 
(£9.99, The Co-op, abv 
14.5%): This intense Chilean 
wine is a delicious, inky-black 
colour with blackcurrant 
flavours that taste like 
"proper" Ribena (before they 
took all the sugar out), 


combined with notes of liquorice 
and a slight peppery spice on the 
finish. There's a hint of coffee and 
even toffee in there as well. 
Perfect with a steak or any red 
meat and good value. 

■ The Society's Sicilian 
Reserve Red 2013 (£8.25, The 
Wine Society, 13.5% abv): 

I sipped this with a wine geek pal 
and we both went ooooh, nice! It 
is made from the nero d'Avola 
grape and is partly aged in 
French oak with another 12 
months in bottle. It is rich and 
fruity with spice, plums, 
lavender, vanilla and a cherry 
on top.

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MICHELIN star chef Tommy's first cookbook, Roots, includes his 
winning dish from last year's BBC2 show Great British Menu. 

This unusual turbot dish was designed as the fish course for a 
banguet celebrating the Wimbledon Tennis Championships - hence 
the strawberries and cream - but it's also a great example of 
Tommy's signature play on savoury and sweet. "While this dish is 
cutting edge in its combination, the technigue is based on solid 
classical cookery," Tommy says in the book. Just a warning though 
- in the difficulty rating, this is at the trickier end of the scale.

INGREDIENTS 

150g chives; 150ml grapeseed oil (available 
via Amazon); 150g green strawberries, cut 
into 2mm dice (if available, just use red 
ones if not); 150g red strawberries, cut into 
2mm dice; 150g golden beetroot, cut into 
2mm dice; 150g fennel bulb, cut into 2mm 
dice; 150g white turnip, cut into 2mm dice; 4 
x 120g skinless turbot portions; knob of 
butter; sprinkle of fennel pollen (available

For the sauce: 2 shallots, sliced; lOg butter; 
150ml dry white wine; 150ml vermouth; 
300ml fish stock; 300ml double cream; 
sea salt 

For the elderflower vinegar: 20 ripe 
elderflower heads; 500ml chardonnay 
vinegar 

For the green herb oil: 500g green herb 
leaves (works best with strong, soft herbs 
like lovage or chives); 250ml grapeseed oil 
Equipment: Thermomix 

METHOD 

1. Make the green herb oil: Blitz the 
herbs in a food processor to a rough 


green slush. Tip this into a muslin 
cloth and work hard to squeeze out 
any water. Return the dry herb pulp 
to the blender. 

2. Heat the oil to 70°C and blitz with 
the herbs until thoroughly 
combined. If your blender has a 
heating element you don't need to 
preheat the oil. Just blend the oil and 
herbs at 70° C for five minutes. 

3. Leave to marinate overnight 
before hanging oil in a muslin cloth 
over a bowl. 

4. Make the elderflower vinegar: 
Check the elderflower for any bugs, 
then stuff them into a large jar and 
pour over the vinegar. Place the jar 
in a pan of water so the water covers 
the jar and bring to the boil. Turn off 
the heat and allow the jar to cool in 
the water before storing in the fridge. 

5. To make the sauce, sweat the 
shallots in the butter until they are 
soft but do not allow them to colour. 
Add the white wine and reduce over 
a medium heat until the wine is a

syrup coating the shallots, then add 
the vermouth and reduce again. 

6. Add the stock and reduce by half. 
Finally, add the cream and again 
reduce by half. Check the seasoning 
and reserve for later. 

7. Put the chives in a food processor 
and blitz until they are a mush. 
Scrape the chives out of the bowl 
and onto a clean cloth. Squeeze the 
chive mush in the cloth to remove all 
the water - you should end up with a 
dry ball. Place the dry chives and the 
grapeseed oil in a Thermomix jug. 
Blitz for seven minutes at 70°C then 
strain through a muslin cloth. 

8. Season the diced strawberries and 
vegetables with salt and dress in one 
tablespoon of elderflower vinegar 
and one tablespoon of herb oil. 

9. Roast the turbot in a pan with lots 
of foaming butter on a medium heat, 



placing it skin-side down, frying for 
one to two minutes on either side. 

10. Heat up the cream sauce, add 
four dessert spoons of the chive oil 
and whisk it in - the white sauce 
should be marbled with bright green 
oil. 

11. To serve, spoon the vegetable 
tartare (diced fruit and veg pieces) 
onto four plates, add the turbot and 
pour over the cream sauce. Sprinlde 
with fennel pollen to finish.

as we mark the 40th 
anniversary of the sale 
of London Bridge 


London Bridge, below,

T HE traditional nursery rhyme 
warns "London Bridge is 
falling down" and officials 
decided it was time to put the 
historic stone structure up for 
sale when it was discovered to be in 
real danger of collapse in the 1960s. 

American oil tycoon Robert 
McCulloch thought the five-arch 
bridge would be the perfect tourist 
attraction and forked out $2.46m on 
April 18, 1968, to move everything 
brick by brick to the hot climes of 
Arizona. 

It took three years to move the 
l,000ft-long structure 10,000 miles 
from the River Thames to its new 
home in America. 

A total of 10,276 pieces were 
shipped via the Panama Canal to 
Long Beach, California, and then 
transported by a convoy of trucks to 
Lake Havasu City. It then cost a 
further $7m to 
rebuild the 19th 
century bridge. 

At the time it did 
not even have any

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BUILD A COLLECTION OF COLOURFUL PERENNIALS AND THEY WILL COME BACK YEAR AFTER YEAR 


he flowers many of 
us enjoy in our 
borders are often 
perennials - lupins, 
delphiniums, 
oriental poppies, 
penstemons and the 
like. 

What this means is that they come 
back year after year, but rather than 
building up a woody network of stems 
and branches, generally from late 
summer their foliage dies back under 
the ground to reappear the next 
spring. 

We tend to buy these plants in 
garden centres and at flower shows 
when they are in bloom. But if we plan 
properly, it is possible to create a 
complementary collection of 
perennials which fill out our borders. 

First, as with all planting schemes 
but especially when using the type of 
plants that will produce huge 
amounts of lush growth and flower 
every year, prepare the ground well. 

It's your big opportunity to create a 
great foundation to anchor the plants 
and to provide the roots and shoots 
with everything they need. 

Loosen the soil, remove stones and 
add organic matter - this can be 
composted house and garden waste 
or bags of well-rotted manure. All of 
this is much easier to achieve before 
you start planting rather than trying to 
repair ill-performing soil in a couple 
of years. 

Most perennials prefer a pH of 
about 6.5, although some prefer more 
alkaline or acidic soil. If you have 
trouble with a particular plant, check 
its pH requirements and the pH level 
of the soil in your flower garden. 

If your plants look stressed during 
the growing season or if you see 
disease or insect damage, feed them 
with a quick-release organic fertiliser. 

If a plant performs poorly, try 
moving it to a different location. If it 
still isn't happy, give it away or send it 
to the compost pile. 

Keep newly transplanted perennials 
well watered for the first few weeks. 
Water deeply to saturate the entire 
root ball and establish good contact 
between the roots and the 
surrounding soil. Most perennials can 
be divided in early spring every 
couple of years when new growth is 
only a few inches high. If you miss 
your chance in the spring, be patient 
and wait until autumn. 

Irises are the one major exception 
to this rule: they should be

transplanted in early summer, right 
after they have bloomed. 

When designing a perennial 
garden, think about how you'll get 
access to your plants to stake, 
deadhead or divide them. Paving 
slabs can be used as stepping stones 
within the garden or set a walkway of 
forest bark. A walkway created at the 
back of a border will be hidden during 
the growing season, but will make the 


bed accessible for spring and autumn 
maintenance duties. 

Read the labels on the plants and 
discover what sizes they will grow to. 
Position taller species at the back and 
lower growers at their feet or to the 
front. 

Choose different species to do 
different jobs - mounds of nepeta, 
alchemilla and hardy geraniums are 
brilliant for filling in gaps and edging 


the front of the border. Use spires of 
salvias, verbascum and iris to create 
vertical interest points, and floaty 
perennials, such as verbena, cow 
parsley and fennel, to soften the look. 

Try to include plants that will flower 
across the seasons - for spring, 
aquilegias, primroses and Solomon's 
seal, and then for late summer and 
autumn flowering plants, such as 
rudbeckias, heleniums, 
chrysanthemums, crocosmia and 
sedums. 

Keep an eye on the colours so you 
build a harmonious arrangement. 

Rather than buying single plants of 
lots of species, choose your top 10 and 
buy a few of each so you can repeat 
patterns and knit your scheme 
together. 

If you start this year, your plants will 
bulk up over the years and combine to 
form a mature and artistic 
arrangement. 







■ Spring-clean your borders - hoe or dig 
up emerging weeds and mulch with 
compost or some well-rotted manure. You 
can also add a fertiliser, such as chicken 
manure, seaweed or a slow-release brand. 

■ Plant out strawberries and main-crop 
potatoes. 

■ In the veg garden, it's outdoor sowing 
and planting time for loads of crops - 
leeks, peas, beetroot, radish, cauliflower, 
onions, carrots, spinach, broccoli, 
cabbage, artichoke, broad beans, Swiss 
chard and spinach. 

■ Divide and replant kniphofia. 

■ Cut dead ferns to reveal new shoots. 


JOBS FOR THE WEEK 


■ Check on your seedlings - do they need 
watering? Bedding plants that have 
developed true leaves are ready to be 
pricked out and potted individually. 
Tomato seedlings may be big enough to 
pot on. 

■ Give plants in pots a boost with some 
liquid fertiliser. 

■ Take sedum cuttings now from active 
growth. 

■ Sow sweet peas outdoors now or plant 
out autumn-sown sweet peas.

Q Could you possibly 
identify this plant 
for me?

A That's a Helleborus 
foetidus, a lovely 
architectural perennial 
that landed as a seed 
in your pot, perhaps on 
the wind or dropped by 
a bird, and has taken a 


couple of years to 
mature. 

It is sometimes 
known as the stinking 
hellebore because if 
you crush the leaves 
there can be a pungent 
aroma. 

It's a desirable 
ornamental plant with 
its handsome ever¬ 
green foliage, and its 
nodding cup-shaped 
flowers are delicately 
rimmed with purple. 

One note of caution 
- all parts are toxic if 
ingested. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


D0R0NICUM (Leopard's bane) 
This is an early flowering 
perennial that could 
almost trick you into 
believing it's summer with 
its bright yellow daisy 
flowers. 

Coupled with attractive 
foliage, it forms a mound 
around a foot high and 


across, and makes a lovely 
front border or edging 
plant. It does well in sun 
or semi-shade and makes 
zingy combinations with 
bulbs, such as daffodils 
and tulips. 

It will also be welcome 
nectar for the early 
pollinating insects.

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T here's something so 
pleasing about 
shelves. Such a 
simple, understated 
thing in the grand 
scheme of all things 
homes and interiors - 
but so useful, and so 

fun to look at. 

Closed cupboards and closets have 
their place, of course (we all need 
somewhere to stash unsightly clutter 
and shove stuff before guests come 
round), but shelves are made for keep¬ 
ing things on show. And that makes 
them an extension of your personal 
taste and style, and a means of ensuring 
things that bring you joy (or need to 
reach for often) are always visible. 

Styling up a shelf - perhaps with a 
draping plant, a handcrafted jug picked 
up on holiday and a treasured favourite 
photo - has got to be one of the 
simplest, and cheapest, ways to add 
character and a personalised touch to a 
room. And who doesn't love having a 
good nosy at other people's book¬ 
shelves? 

Whether we realise it or not, the con¬ 
tents and order (or chaos, as the case 
may be) of our shelves say a lot about 
who we are. Yes, shelves are practical, 
but their visual and curiosity-coaxing 
appeal goes so much further than that. 

So, we're in agreement: Shelves are 
great. Thinking of attempting to put one 
up yourself? Here are a few pointers to 
help you get started... 

1 CHECK YOUR WALLS 

Safety always comes first - so don't 
even think about drilling or hammering 
into a wall before you've checked it's 
safe to do so, and the wall is suitable. 

If you're unsure, the pros at B&Q 
suggest using a multi-purpose digital 
detector: “They’re simple to use and 
will let you know if there are any pipes, 
cables or studs where you’re planning 
to work - simply run it over the surface 
of the area and it will tell you where any 
hazards lie." 

2 TEST THE STRENGTH 

Make sure your shelf is going to be 
strong enough for what you intend to 
place on it - this isn't just about the 
shelf itself, but how it's fixed to the wall. 
You don't want something flimsy that's

going to sag or, worse, fall off. 

B&Q says: “To see whether a new 
shelf might sag, try resting it on stacks of 
bricks or books, spaced according to 
where the brackets will be set. Put the 
desired items on the shelf and then use 
a straightedge along it. If the shelf sags, 
bring the stacks closer together until it's 
completely straight. If the brackets can't 
be fixed that close together, you’ll need 
to use a thicker material for the shelf." 

3 GET THE RIGHT MATERIALS AND 
BRACKETS 

“There are a variety of shelving 
materials to suit different needs, from 
chipboard and MDF, to high-quality 
hardwoods like oak and beech. 

“It's usually best to choose and space 
brackets according to the shelf material, 
its thickness, and the load the shelf will 
be supporting. Whether the brackets 
are fixed or part of an adjustable shelf 
system, these are always available in 
light, medium or heavyweight versions." 

If you're not sure, ask one of the DIY 
shop staff - they're there to help. Or buy 
a DIY shelf pack that contains every¬ 
thing you need. 

4 MAKE SURE IT'S STRAIGHT 

No really - please make sure it's 
properly straight before you start drill¬ 
ing and attaching. It might 'look' 
straight from where you're standing, but 
holding up a pencil, squinting or stand¬ 
ing on the other side of the room 
never matches the accuracy of 
actually using a spirit level. You 
really don't want to do all the work 
and then realise your shelf is a little lop¬ 


sided after all. 

If you don't have a spirit level, 
they're not too pricey: B&Q has 
a Magnusson Spirit Level for 
£9.97 (diy.com). 


5 STYLE IT UP! 

Task complete - and it's straight? Big 
pat on the back for you. Now for the 
really fun part, styling it up. 

Your shelf might already have a desig¬ 
nated purpose in mind (mugs, jars or 
cookbooks in the kitchen; lotions and 
potions in the bathroom) but that 
doesn't mean you can't enjoy the 
process of getting it looking nice. And if 
its purpose is more to add to the style of 
a room, think about adding extra 
dimensions, colour and light (draping 
some fairy lights on a shelf works well in 
a bedroom or lounge), and a striking 
objet d'art on a high-up shelf is a great 
way to draw eyes upwards and elevate a 
space.

NEW MODEL: Ford Focus by David Ward 



F ord’s all-new Focus 
has been unveiled 
and goes on sale 
early in September 
with a big cash boost 
- all are cheaper than the 
current model. Prices for the 
five-door hatchback will start 
at £17,930 for the entry-level 
Style and that’s £2,300 less 
while the expected best UK 
seller, the Zetec, starts at 
£19,300, some £850 cheaper. 

The sporty ST Line enters 
at £21,570 which is over £250 
cheaper than the current 
model. 

Crucially, the new Focus is 
based on an all-new Ford 
platform, called C2 which 
will be used in other future 
models. 

Even the cheapest of the 
new Focus range has so 
many high tech features on 
board it is probably the most 
sophisticated family car Ford 
has ever made. 

In terms of looks it's 
completely different from 
any previous Ford medium¬ 
sized model with a sleek 
styled body and sitting lower 
on the road. 

Overall it has a more 
aggressive look about it 
although the length is much 
the same the current car. 

It's low slung body is really 
stylish and nowhere near as 


upright looking as any 
previous Focus. From the 
front there is a slight hint of 
a Mazda3 while at the back 
there's a touch of the looks 
of the current Mercedes- 
Benz A-Class. 

The front end is 
particularly striking with a 
wider grille than before and 
nicer designed headlamps 
while at the back there's a 
more squat-like appearance 
which in itself is quite 
striking. 

"The designers literally 
started with a clean sheet of 
paper and have come up 
with a most striking shape 
that is so different from any 
other car in its class today," 
Steven Armstrong, Ford's 
European president told me. 

"Crucially too we have 
listened seriously to the 
comments of many current 
Focus owners and taken 
their input on board - and 
no we have not payed lip 
service as some rivals do 
because we have taken all 
their comments seriously 
and used some points to 
incorporate in this latest 
Focus," he added. 

"We feel that as a result 
this Focus is the ideal smart 
car in every respect and a 
global car for the company," 
he said. 


The new Focus hatchback, 
which is 50kg lighter the 
current model and has a 20 
per cent stiffer body, also has 
a vastly improved drag 
coefficient over the current 
model - 0.273 - and apart 
from a hatchback there is 
also an estate version along 
with an Active small 
crossover available as either 
a hatchback or an estate. 

There will not be a four- 
door saloon Focus in this 
country because of a 
perceived lack of appeal 
although it will be sold in 
some overseas markets. 

As for engines there is a 
new 1.5-litre EcoBoost 
petrol, not seen in any 
previous Ford and with a 
choice of either 150ps or 
182ps while Ford's award 
winning 1.0-litre EcoBoost 


unit will also be available 
with outputs of 85ps, 100 or 
125ps. 

There's just one diesel 
engine available and it's a 
2.0-litre 150ps unit. 

Emissions for the EcoBoost 
engine will be as low as 
107g/km which equates to 
61mpg. 

Depending on engine and 
trim level there is a choice of 
drivetrain with either a 
standard six-speed manual 
gearbox and for the first time 
in a small or medium sized 
Ford, an eight-speed 
automatic complete with a 
new-look rotary-style 
selector. 

In the UK Ford bosses, 
who sold 70,000 Focus 
models in 2017, expect the 
five-door hatchback Zetec 
with either the 1.0-litre 125ps 


or the new 1.5-litre 150ps to 
be the best seller. 

As with the current Focus 
there is a choice of seven 
trim levels starting with the 
Style, then Zetec, ST, STx, 
Titanium, Titanium X and 
top specification Vignale 
which is priced from £25,450. 

Two immediate plus points 
of the new Focus is that it 
looks striking and stylish 
from the outside while inside 
there is noticeably more 
room, particularly in the 
back of the hatchback, 
mainly due to the wide 
wheelbase of the car helped 
by the engineers and 
designers pushing all four 
wheels further towards the 
outside of the car's body. 

All the new Focus models, 
even the entry-level Style, 
are far better equipped with 


more standard features and 
more high tech aids 
including variable drive 
modes. 

Other features available on 
the new model include 
adaptive cruise control, an 
adaptive front lighting 
system with a new camera- 
based predictive light curve 
that adjusts the beam by 
monitoring bends and - for 
the first time in the industry 
- road signs, evasive steering 
assist to help steer around 
hazards and a head-up 
display - a first for Ford in 
Europe. 

At the reveal of the new 
Focus in London, Ford also 
confirmed more versions are 
in the pipeline including a 
petrol-electric model and a 
super-sports performance 
variant. 
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TEST DRIVE: Fiat 500L T-Jet Cross by Edward Stephens 

500L: BIG ON POSITIVES 



T he first two days of 
driving the Fiat 500L 
I found it difficult to 
get comedian Peter 
Kay out of my head. 
Not that there is anything 
comical about the car but 
the northern comedian’s 
weekly “Car Share” television 
programme was set almost 
entirely in a 500L and 
focussed on the banter 
between Kay and a female 
colleague as they drove to 
and from work each day. 

It was great publicity for 
an impressive family car 
which offers space, flexibility 
and an enjoyable drive. 

The 500L is the grown up 
version of the trendy little 
Fiat 500, and numerous Fiat 
enthusiasts have made the 
switch when family 
requirements meant they 
outgrew the smaller car. 

The exterior of the 500L is 
muscular and chunky while 
the interior is both trendy 
and functional. 


A tall, spacious five-seater 
with a very high roofline it’s 
one of those cars which is 
particularly easy to get in 
and out of and - because the 
tailgate comes right down to 
the rear bumper - very easy 
to load. 

The split rear seats slide 
backwards and forwards so 
you can create more luggage 
space when you need it or 
more legroom for back seat 
passengers when you don’t. 

With seats folded there’s a 
whopping 1,480 litres of 
luggage space available. 

And inside there are 
numerous useful spaces for 
smaller oddments including, 
unusually, an upper and 
lower glove box on the 
passenger side. 

From behind the steering 
wheel the 500L offers 
excellent all-round visibility 
thanks to the narrow twin 
windscreen pillars rather 
than one thick one and the 
elevated seat position, 


thanks to the high roof. 

The car underwent a 
makeover late last year so 
there have been changes to 
the dashboard which now 
features a 3.5-inch colour 
graphic display between the 
speedometer and rev 


counter. There’s also a 
seven-inch touch screen for 
the Tom Tom satellite 
navigation system as well as 
to allow you to activate on¬ 
board features. 

Externally there’s a new 
look front bumper. LED 


daytime running lights and a 
revised layout for the fog 
lamps. 

The Cross model is the 
most rugged of the range 
available and as such 
features some useful 
gadgetry to get you out of 


trouble in winter when snow 
and ice are on the ground. 

A dial near the gear shift 
allows you to change from 
normal mode to traction+ 
mode which brakes the 
wheel which is slipping while 
adding more drive to one 
with traction. The system 
also allows you to engage a 
hill descent system for 
slippery surfaces on steep 
declines. 

It may not be four-wheel- 
drive but it’s a useful feature 
which can get you out of 
trouble when others can’t 
stop their wheels spinning. 

On the road the 500L has 
impressive manners. It feels 
solid and well planted even 
on tight bends and the cabin 
is pleasantly quiet. 

Even with five people on 
board it rides well and I have 
to admit to genuinely 
enjoying driving it because it 
ticks all the right boxes and 
there are no real negative 
aspects to highlight.

Harten helps England to memorable win

AFTER Harlow’s Jo Harten 
received her gold medal on the 
rostrum with her England netball 
team-mates at the Gold Coast 
Commonwealth Games on 
Sunday, the first thing she did was 
give it a big kiss. 

It’s a medal the 29-year-old has 
been dreaming of getting all her 
life and after a thrilling, heart¬ 
stopping 52-51 victory over hosts 
Australia, she probably hasn’t 
taken it off her neck. 

Harten, at goal shooter and goal 
attack, played a key role in secur¬ 
ing England’s place in the final, 
having sunk the last second win¬ 
ner against Jamaica to seal a 56-55 
triumph. 

In the final her silky skills and 
precision shooting meant Eng¬ 
land clawed back a four goal defi¬ 
cit in the final quarter to beat the 
world ranked number one team, 
and spark wild celebrations for 
the Roses. 

“This team, this dream - Com¬ 
monwealth gold,” said Harten. 
“We’ve created our own history 
and hopefully inspired the next 
generation of netballers back in 


England. 

“It can be done. It’s great. It sets 
up netball to a tee. 

“To win the gold medal takes a 
great performance, whoever you 
play, whoever’s trying to win that 
medal. 

“That’s a really good game to 
play going into a final because it 
shows great determination, being 
clinical and finishing off the 
turnover and making every ball 
count.” 

“This is what we want. We want 
teams contesting, not just Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand like it’s 
been for the last 20 years. 

Exciting 

“We want to get up there and 
prove we are world beaters. 

“What better place to do it than 
Liverpool next year [at the Netball 
World Cup]. 

“It’s going to be an exciting 
tournament. We’re hosting. Come 
take it off us.” 

Harten, who first took up the 
sport at St Albans Primary School 
in Harlow, dedicated the gold 
medal to her parents, who live in 
Church Langley, saying “This is 
for my mum and dad”. 

Her mother, Chris, tweeted: “All 
the tarmac courts. Training. 


Thursday night league at Chelms¬ 
ford in the rain. Weekends driving 
around the country. Playing in NZ 
(thank you). Moving to play in the 
toughest league Aus Giants, what 
do you get a CWGS gold medal. 
Just sinking in.” 

The pair were pictured proudly 
clutching a battered England flag 
which comes out for every Eng¬ 
land netball tournament Harten 
has ever played in since she was 
first called up as an U17 player 
14 years ago. 

England had won all of 
their matches, with 
Pool victories over 
Scotland (74-28), 

Malawi (74-49), 

Uganda (55-49), 

Wales (85-31) and 
a brilliant 54-45 
victory over 
New Zealand. 

Harten is based 
in Australia 
where she plays 
professionally 
for Suncorp 
Super Netball 
League team 
Giants Net- 
ball. 


Relief for Hawks as they escape the drop 


A 2-0 VICTORY over 
Brightlingsea saw Harlow Town 
secure their place in the Bostik 
League Premier Division next 
season.

He saw stars as a result of his 
efforts, but the goal sparked 
plenty of celebrations, with the 
home fans knowing they were 
edging ever closer to safety. 

Harlow manager Danny 
Chapman said: “It wasn’t the 
best of games, it was just a case 
of making sure we got another 
three points on the board, and 
we did that. 

“I can’t fault the players - 
that’s four wins in the last six. 
That’s what has kept us up. 

“I give the boys massive 
congratulations on keeping the 
club in the league. 


“The main thing was staying 
up and we’ve done that. 

“In the next few weeks we’ll 
sit down and have a chat about 
where we’re at, and what we can 
and can’t do for next season [in 
terms of signing players].” 

Harlow have a busy schedule 
with four games in 14 days, 
which started with a trip to 
Tonbridge Angels last night 
(Tuesday), which finished 
goalless, followed by a visit to 
Tooting & Mitcham on Saturday. 

“With being safe now we can 
look at maybe a few different 
things,” added Chapman. “But 
even though we’re safe we want 
to finish as strong as we can.”
